apparent «acceptance of President Wilson’s 
proposal of grounds for an armstice, will, it is safe to say, prove 
unacceptable to the Allied powers. Not only is the sincerity 
ot the Germans open to suspicion, but the acceptance is very 
ambiguously worded, and under any circumstances a consider- 
able period would elapse before a clear understanding could. be 
established, In the meantime the effort to prosecnte the 
war should be speeded up rather than diminished, so that no 
possible benefit may accrue to the Germans if their professed 
acceptance is bogus, which it is very likely to prove to be. 

Is is not a terrible reflection on the status the military 
party has achieved for Germany that while proposals from 
Bulgaria or Turkey are considered as worthy of immediate 
consideration and action, every movement originating in Ger- 
many is considered merely a trick to gain a temporary advant- 


age. Such a thing as truth or honor are not expected from the 
Hun. : 


. The conclusion of the war will develop whether German 
preparedness, of which we have heard so much, included prep- 
arations for a possible defeat on the same scale as for a pos- 
sible victory.
